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To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Rural  District  of  Brixworth 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

As  tlie  post  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  at  i)reseDt  vacant,  I iiave 
to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  rural  district  for  the  year  1948. 

The  liealth  of  the  people  in  the  district,  as  far  as  can  be  judged  by 
vital  statistics,  has  remained  satisfactory.  The  birth  rate  of  15-15  per 
thousand  was  rather  less  than  the  rate  for  the  country,  but  is  above 
the  pre-war  rates  ; further,  too  mucli  weight  should  not  be  given  to  small 
variations  in  this  rate  from  one  year  to  another,  but  attention  should 
rather  be  paid  to  the  trend  of  the  rate  over  a period  of  years.  The  death 
rate  of  1 1 -76  per  thousand  is  satisfactory,  but  the  rate  may  well  rise  as  the 
proportion  of  old  people  in  the  district  increases.  From  tlje  table  on 
page  8 it  will  be  seen  that  the  three  main  causes  of  death  are  Heart 
Disease,  Intra  Cranial  Lesions,  that  is  Cerebral  Haemoi-rhage,  and 
Cancer,  all  diseases  which,  in  the  most  part,  affect  persons  in  their  later 
decades  of  life. 

The  fact  that  there  were  only  six  deaths  amongst  infants  under  one 
year  is  distinctly  gratifying. 

To  come  now  to  infectious  diseases.  Measles  was  prevalent  with 
226  cases  being  reported,  almost  all  in  the  first  four  months  of  the  year. 
Scarlet  Fever  followed  with  72  cases,  and  Whooping  Cough  with  64. 
There  were  13  cases  of  Pneumonia. and  five  of  Poliomyolitk)-.  As  a rule 
the  infectious  diseases  were  of  a mild  type  and  no  deaths  were  recorded. 

One  can  justifiably  conclude  .then  that  the  health  of  the  district  for 
1948  was  satisfactory. 

As  regards  sanitary  circumstances,  the  year  was  one  of  marked 
importance.  The  District  Cduncil  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  energy 
with  which  they  have  pursued  a progressive  policy  in  relation  to  water 
supplies,  sewage  disposal  systems  and  housing.  In  respect  of  water 
supplies,  it  is  most  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  that  when  the  scheme 
for  the  supply  of  the  Western  Parishes  is  completed,  every  village  in  the 
district  will  then  have  a piped  supply  except  Marston  Trussell,  and  in 
this  village  plans  are  well  advanced. 

As  far  as  sewerage  schemes  are  concerned,  progress  was  mostly 
confined  to  the  preparation  of  schemes,  but  the  Council  has  evidently 
no  intention  of  resting  content  until  every  village  has  an  adequate  and 
modern  disposal  system.  Some  of  the  Council’s  existing  plants  have, 
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in  the  past,  been  allowed  to  lapse  into  a state  of  neglect,  and  I hope  that 
adequate  provision  will  be  made  for  the  supervision  and  maintenance 
of  new  works  when  these,  in  due  course,  are  constructed. 

In  the  field  of  housing,  the  Council  has  made  an  effective  start  with 
their  post-war  programme.  The  completion  of  52  houses  making  a 
total  of  1 10  since  the  beginning  of  the  programme  and  a further  102 
started  is  creditable.  I would,  however,  respectfully  express  the  hope 
that  the  Council  will  continue  to  give  unremitting  attention  to  this 
subject.  As  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  1,  in  common  with  many 
Comicillors,  receive  letters  every  day  and  numerous  reports  from  Health 
Visitors  and  other  social  workers,  all  describing  deplorable  housing 
conditions.  The  County  Council  has  .statutory  responsibilities  for  the 
health  of  mothers  and  schoolchildren,  but  their  schemes  are  bound  to 
come  to  nothing  in  respect  of  those  unfortunate  people  who  are  still 
forced  to  occupy  uninhabitable  houses.  I hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant 
when  the  Council  will  have  provided  a house  for  every  family  and  can 
then  begin  a strenuous  campaign  of  slum  clearance  and  re-housing,  and 
at  the  same  time,  take  effective  steps  to  secure  the  improvement  of  pro- 
perty which  can  be  made  fit  at  reasonable  expense.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Area — (iii  acres)  82,944.  Tlie  district  is  almost  entirely  rural  in 
character,  with  agricultural  and  dairy  fanning  as  the  main  industries. 
In  addition  open-cast  workings  for  iron-stone  are  to  he  found  in  the 
A’icinity  of  Brixworth  and  Pitsford. 


Population — The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population 
for  the  mid-year  1948  to  he  18,020,  an  increase  of  2,280  over  the  population 
for  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  in  population  the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths,  was  50. 


Deaths — The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  district  for 
the  year  was  212  compared  wdth  211  in  1947.  The  crude  death  rate 
based  on  the  mid-year  population  was  11-76  compared  with  13-46  in  the 
previous  year.  The  following  table  has  been  compiled  for  comparison

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SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Laboratory  Service — Laboratory  work  in  connection  with  the 
diagnosis  and  control  of  Infectious  Diseases  is  carried  out  at  the  Emer- 
gency Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Northampton  General  Hospital. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin — ^A  supply  of  Anti-Toxin  was  maintained 
until  5th  July,  at  the  Council  Offices  in  accordance  with  the  Diphtheria 
Anti-Toxin  (Outside  London)  Regulations,  1919.  Thereafter  the  Anti- 
Toxin  was  held  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Northampton. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — ^The  following  clinics  staffed  by 
members  of  the  County  Council  Staff',  are  held  at  the  places  and  dates 
indicated. 

Brixworth  Infant  Welfare.  3rd  Friday  each  month — ^Village  Hall

Brixworth  Ante-Natal  Clinic  2nd  Friday  ,,  ,,  ,,  ,, 

Ambulance  Services — General  medical  and  surgical  cases  are 
removed  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  from  Northampton.  After 
the  appointed  day  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  namely 
5th  July,  1948,  the  Brigade  acted  as  agents  of  the  County  Council  under 
the  arrangements  made  under  Section  27.  Infectious  disease  cases  were, 
before  the  appointed  day,  removed  by  the  Kettering  Joint  Hospital 
Board,  but  therafter  the  County  Council  arranged  for  this  work  to  be 
done  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

Nursing  in  the  Home  —The  County  Council  became  responsible 
for  these  duties  as  from  5th  July,  1948. 
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SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THR  DISTRICT. 


Water  Supplies — Schemes  for  t!ie  provision  of  piped  water  supplies 
throughout  the  District  were  advanced  further  during  tlie  year.  Tlie 
Nortliern  parishes  sche  ne  to  supply  Welford,  Sidl)y,  Sil)l)ertoft,  Clipston, 
Cold  Aslihy  and  Fast  Farndon,  proceeded  very  slowly,  but  was  steadily 
approaching  completion  l)y  the  end  of  the  year.  The  scheme  for  the 
supply  of  Kelmarsh,  Lamport,  Maidwell,  Draughton,  Arthingworth  and 
Hanging  llougliton  was  commenced,  and  this  too  progressed  very  slowly, 
but  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  fairly  well  advanced.  Preliminaries  in 
connection  with  the  scheme  for  the  supply  of  the  vVestern  parishes  were 
completetl  a]id  the  Ministry  of  Health  approval  to  go  to  tender  w'as 
received.  By  the  end  of  the  year  tenders  had  l)een  accepted  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Ministry  for  apj)roval,  which  approval  was  received  early 
in  19-1-i).  With  the  completion  of  this  sche  ne  every  village  in  the  District 
will  have  a piped  water  supply  with  the  exception  of  Marston  Trussell. 
The  scheme  for  the  supply  of  this  village  is  now  in  an  advanced  state  of 
preparation.  In  last  year’s  annual  report  a table  was  included  showing 
for  every  parish  the  details  of  the  water  supply.  >Since  no  sclieme  wuis 
completed  during  the  year,  the  facts  are  still  as  described  in  last  year’s 
table. 


Sewage  Disposal  — No  major  schemes  of  sewerage  or  sewage  disposal 
have  been  put  in  hand  during  the  year.  The  provision  of  piped  water 
supplies  throughout  the  District  as  shown  in  the  preceding  paragraph 
will  undoubtedly  further  overload  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal  systems. 
In  accordance  with  the  Council’s  instructions,  their  consulting  engineers 
are,  as  quickly  as  possible,  preparing  new'  schemes  of  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  in  order  to  follow  up  the  provision  of  piped  water  supplies. 
Schemes  were  prepared  for  Cold  Ashby,  a part  of  Moulton,  Overstone, 
Welford,  Naseby,  Walgrave,  Scaldwell,  Old,  Hannington  anil  Holcot, 
all  of  which  were  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  Minister. 
Approval  to  go  to  tender  for  the  Cold  Ashby  scheme  was  received  wdthout 
the  formality  of  a Public  Inquiry,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council 
were  still  awaiting  the  Ministry  lixing  a date,  or  dates,  for  Inquiry  into 
the  other  schemes.  Schemes  for  Clipston,  Oxendon,  Sibbertoft  and 
East  Farndon,  were  in  an  advanced  state  of  preparation.

In  last  year's  report  tliere  was  included  a tal)lc  showing  details  in 
respect  of  eacli  parish  of  the  houses  connected  to  the  public  sewers. 
No  main  sc^heme  of  sewerage  has  been  completed  during  the  year,  and 
accordingly,  the  table  has  not  been  repeated  since  the  facts  are  sub- 
stantially the  same. 

Disinfection — L^oncurrent  and  terminal  disinfection  by  means  of 
gaseous  and  liquid  disinfectants  is  carried  out  in  homes  where  infectious 
disease  is  notified.  Throughout  the  year  a number  of  requests  for 
disinfection  of  prenuses  were  received  and  tlealt  with. 

Disinfestation— In  si.K  cases  disinfestation  of  premises  was 
carried  out  following  complaints  of  their  verminous  condition. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs — No  cases  of  infestation  by  bed  I tugs 
received  treatment  during  the  year. 

Moveable  Dwellings — No  licences  were  granted  by  the  t'onncil 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1930,  .Sec.  209. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919 — The  County  Council,  as 
the  Authority  under  the  Act,  has  delegated  their  powers  as  provided 
under  Sect.  2 (2)  to  this  Council.  A number  of  rat  infe.stations  have  been 
dealt  with  in  conjunction  with  tlie  County  Pests  Officer,  e nployed  by 
the  Northamptonshire  Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  The  Council’s 
refuse  tips  are  treated  by  the  Northamptonshire  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee  as  necessary  at  an  annual  charge  of  £o  per  tip.

Food  Premises — Food  Premises  were  inspected  at  frequent  intervals 
tlu-oughout  the  year. 

Meat  Inspection — Owing  to  the  fact  that  meat  is  now  slaughtered  in 
Northampton  and  Market  Harhorough  and  sent  out  to  the  various 
butchers  within  the  District,  very  little  meat  is  now  inspected.

Measles — 22(5  cases  were  reported  during  the  year,  the  highest 
total  for  many  years.  The  infection  was  of  a mild  type  and  no  deaths 
were  reported. 

Whooping  Cough — 64  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  reported 
and  one  death  was  notified. 

Poliomyelitis — No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  during 
the  year.
